mobile one doctor may cover a much larger territory than in 
the old days, and another is the raising of standards of medi­ 
cal colleges. 
In times past the regular medical course was 
two years. 
This was raised to three and then to four years 
and now after graduation a young doctor must spend another 
year or two as interne in a hospital. 
All this costs money 
and that serves to bar many from the profession. 
Then, too, 
this is an age of specialization and nowhere is this tendency 
stronger than in the medical profession. 
Again, the medical 
profession has waged an active battle to educate the public in 
the matter of preventive measures and hygienic living with 
the result that people now avoid many ailments which were

system will be better on the whole than the old one, but 
the kindly old long whiskered doctor that we knew in our 
youth and to whom we confided all our joys and sorrows will 
be badly missed. 
Perhaps he did not know as much as some 
of the newer products, but we thought he did and he was al­ 
ways ready to do his best and the world got along pretty well 
under the old fellow’s care. -

Faithful Farm Avives 
The 
farm 
women 
of 
Pontotoc 
county are certainly doing their part 
to help their menfolks raise the 
mortgages that have Jaeefi hanging 
over them for the last three or four 
years. In my rounds with Mr. Hor­ 
rell 
over the county, I have met 
many farm women who are deserv­ 
ing of the 
very best. that could 
possibly come to one who has been 
up against a hard proposition and 
come out winner. 
Many of our farm women are 
doing 
double duty 
on the 
farm 
sing 
the cotton began 
opening. 
Their 
Housework, 
cooking, churn­ 
ing, laundry 
and milking comple­ 
ted they go to the fields and pick 
cotton by the side of the menfolks, 
the rest of the day. I have in mind 
one 
little woman out near Center, 
who 
has three 
young 
children, 
mere 
babies, who has kept 
her 
housework up and taken the bab­ 
ies to the field with her and to­ 
gether with her husband they pick­ 
ed four hundred pounds or better 
every day last -week. This young 
couple could not find outside help 
and fearing 
the weather 
might 
change, doubled their efforts, and 
were doubly repaid in good cotton 
staple and peak of prices.
